As noted in my memorandum dated March 26, 2009, it is this Officeis that the State Board has
the authority to promulgate the final regulation, subject to comg@iarnth the provisions of Article 2 of the
Administrative Process Act and Executive Order 14 (2010), and has not exceededhbaty .

It appears that several changes to the final regalare not changes with "substantial impact,”,and
therefore do not necessitate an additional commpenbd. Those changes are merely technical inr@aiu
clarify the language in the regulation. It alspegqrs that one change to the proposed regulatiostittdes a
change with “substantial impact,” and could ne¢atsan additional comment period.

Please note that Va. Code § 2.2-4013(B) requires #fi changes to the proposed regulation be
highlighted in the final regulations, and it apgetrat this requirement has been fulfilled. Algarsuant to
§ 2.2-4013(C), if the Governor finds that one orrenchanges with substantial impact have been nwatleet
proposed regulation, haay (but is not required to) direct DSS to provide aadliional thirty days to solicit
additional public comment on the changes.
